, Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation last May. i5, is selling 
the diary to Harper’s Maga- 
zine and Earpers Magazine 
Press for an undisclosed price.

Injuries Compensation, 
Board notified Bremer on 
Monday that if the board 
grants a claim filed by Dora 
Thompson, 34, / of Hyattsville^

Mrs. Thompson has submit- 
ted more than $3,500 in claims 
so far, according to Albert 
Jennings, the board’s chief in- 
vestigator. Bnt J e n n i n g s 
stressed that the board’s final 
award to Mrs. Thompson, [if 
there is an award, may be for 
far less than what she has 
claimed. 


The diary covers the period 
from April 4 to May 13 and de- 
tails Bremer’s travels in pur- 
suit of President Nixon, whom 
he originally had planned to J 
shoot before , he changed his 
target to Wallace.

It will be excerpted in,' the 
January j issue .. of : Harper’s * 
Magazine and the complete di- 
ary will be published and re- j 
leased in March, according to* ‘ 
Freundlich. i 

, Yesterday, •: Freundlich ', de- 
scribed his- negotiations with i 
Bremer for the publication 
rights to the: diary.. He said he J 
met with Bremer once at the * 
Maryland State' 1 Penitentiary, *] 
where Bremer is serving a 53- 
year sentence, 1 but was sepa- • 
rated from him by a 'glass par- 

tition. 

The negotiations were con- 
ducted by scribbling percent- ‘ 
ages ■ and other details' on 
pieces of paper, Freundlich 
said. 

' “He made a very bad busi- 
ness deal,” Freundlich said. “I ; 
didn’t pay him a lot of money. 
But he wants to tell his story.” 
Nevertheless, : Freundlich , 
said, Bremer was “a very [ 
shrewd negotiator. He negoti- 
ated beautifully on his own be- 
half.” 


Bremer was declared indi- 
gent before his trial and, as 
far as is known, has received 
no m o n e y from any source 
other than Harper’s. Neither 
Bremer’s attorney, Benjamin 
Lipsdtz, of Baltimore, nor Lar- 
ry S. Fruendlieh, e d i t o r of 
Harper’s Press, would disclose 
the amount of money Bremer 


Freundlich said Bremer was 
“much more tough on reason- 
ably negotiable points than 
are my regular authors” , but 
Bremer could not have gotten 
more money . from Harper’s 
than he got because Fruend- 
lieh had set a price in his 
own mind beyond whichc he 
said he would not go.
